Pacific  Bengals  felt  their  bite  as 
the  Cougars  spent  all  day  Satur- 
day knocking  on  the  Pacific  door, 
thrashing  them  21-0. 

Practically  the  entire  game  was 
spent  with  the  Tigers  deep  in 
their  own  territory  thanks  to  the 
exceptional  defensive  play  by 
Kent  Nace  supported  by  Kent 
Oborn,  Curt  Belcher,  Grordon  Jen- 
nings, Grant  Wilson,  and  Henry 
Skidmore. 

BUT  NEITHER  did  the  offense 
do  any  stuffing  on  the  job.  Quart- 
erback Virgil  Carter  was  named 
the  outstanding  back  of  the  game, 
as  the  Cougars  piled  up  244  yards 
rushing  compared  with  64  for 
UOP.
